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GOOD CITIZENS 


’ The long series of anniversaries of 
more or less national import that 
have occurred recently, should have 
the effect of impressing the necessity 
for adequate study and training- in 
the problems of good citizenship. 
Who can deny that the influence of 
the selfsacrificing lives of men like 
St. Andrew, St. Patrick and _ St. 
George, who have been adopted as 
thé patron saints of the three main 
branches of the English speaking 
race, have had a profund influence on 
British ideals and British customs. 

iIt is the recurrence of their spirit 
that has thrown the~sone of Britain 
into the breach of world crises during 
these later years, and made possible 
the'long series of military and naval 
achievements whose anniversaries 
have. been recognized, in more or 
less adequate manner, recently. 
Canada and the Empire owe an ever- 
lasting debt of gratitude to the men 


who bore the banner of British ideais 
into-the very. teeth of national degen- 
eracy. and decay. 

The good citizen of today is the 
virile representative and impersona- 
tion:of the best traditions of the 
race, Within the past week Red 
Deer:has witnessed the spontaneous 
expression of esteem for one who 
. ‘Was.-a manly fellow, a man among men, 
ciean, upright, virile, energetic, en- 
thusiastic and self-sacrificing. He 
was known as a “good sport.” 

‘Canada has been threatened recent- 
ly with a wave of popular disregard 
for the conetituted laws of the land. 
When the British nation comes to 
the point where it loses respect for 
‘its constituted authority and its stat- 
utes,: the process of national decay 
has reached serious proportions. If 
the laws are not in accordance with 
our national ideals, and the will of 
the people, repeal the laws by all 
means. But, never, never, let us 
tolerate a tendency to disregard, vio- 
late or trample in the dust laws that 
are placed side by side with the 
Statutes that have been the charter 
and guarantee of national and indivi- 
dual justice and fair play. 

It is the duty of the nation and the 
community to develop the sporting 
instinct of the rising generation, to 
maintain the traditions of the race 
and uphold the ideals which make 
the true sport and which, after all, 
are the supreme test of good citizen- 
ship. 

At this season of the year, when 
the out-of-doors life is possible, every 
effort must be made to provide our 
young people with adequate facili- 
ties for clean, manly sport, and the 
encouragement and support of every 
last citizen is essential in- the 
maintenance of these activities. This 
is no superficial idea, it is a basic 
axiom in building of good citizenship. 
Canada “expects that every man this 
day will do his duty,” and Red Deer 
will rise to its opportunities and re- 
sponsibilities, as it has done in the 
past. 
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DID YOUR GRANDFATHER 
DO THIS? 


Way back in 1867, two farmers sat 
on a fence in old Misgouri. The 
American Civil War had ended two 
years before. They talked about the 
things that everybody talked about 
that year—hard times. Interest 
tates were high; the banks would not 
loan-money; eggs were selling at 8 
cents a dozen and they nearly had to 
give their pork away to get rid of it. 
Oats were not worth hauling to mar- 
ket and .corn was worth 14 cents. 
“Gosh, times are hard!” sald one to 
the ‘other... . 

However they. worked on and in‘a 
few, years, their farms wero'pald for 
and: they. had nice homes ‘over"their 
heade:-Aaet ie end) its hard a tymes be: 
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came a dream of the past, says Can- 
adian Finance, 

In 1893, the sone of these two farm- 
ers were sitting near the same place 
and discussing hard times. Things 
were so bad that they almost decided 
to move off their farms. Everything 
was black. They talked blue ruin, 


just like their daddies did in 1867. 
Today those men have good farme, 
and in the meantime have given their 
children a bettem chance to make 
good than they had. 


Now, in 1922, the grandsons of 
those two old farmers of 1867 are 
sitting in their automobiles talking 
hard times, high freight rates and 
fow grain prices. They too, ar 
covering the same old ground thsir 
fathers and their grandfathers cov- 
ered in 1893 and 1867. 


Experience teaches us that hard 
times are the eure fore-runners: of 
good times. In 1867 all was blue, but 
better days came. In 1893 the mist of 
depression kept the golden future ob- 
scured from view. In 1922'we are 
looking down into the valleys when 
we should be looking over the hill 
tops.. How true it is that we can 
often look at today and smile when 
we remember that this is the day we 
worried about yesterday. 


.We are all tired of the “blue ruin” 
specialist. Times are hard, business 
is dull—everybody knows that! A 
real sailor receives his training on 
the rough seas-of the ocean, not on 
the mirror-like surface of the harbor; 
a man reveals his real strength and 
virility when the utmost is demanded 
of him. Business depression is a 
challenge to the business ability of 
the business man, and the go-getter 
is the man who will make this depres- 
sion the foundation, for a prosperous 
future while his fellows are bewailing 
the lack of opportunity to make good. 
Western Canada has advantages and 
possibilities which no.-other country 
possesses for those who will look 
ahead. 


There will not be so many applica- 
tions of closure in the new parliament 
at Ottawa. Closure demands for its 
operation a dominating majority, and 
the present Government has not a 
majority at its command. The clos-

When this sort of thing is encounter- 
ed by a citizen of Canada or the 
United Staies travelling in Europe it 
is described as the barbarous custom 
of a semi-civilized country, 
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TREE-LINE ADVANCING 
WESTWARD 


What has happened in the United 
States middle west is also happening 
on the Canadian prairies, namely, the 
tree-line, which fifty years ago was 
located a comparatively short dis- 
tnace west of the Mississippi and 
Red rivers, has advanced _ several 
hundred miles into what was former- 
ly the bald prairie. The tine has iot 
moved forward bodily but “islands” 
and groves of trees -are today to be 
found like outposts in districts, 
where there was formerly no trees. 
This is believed to be due to the 
fact that the progress of settlement 
has stopped, more or less completely, 
prairie fires, and given the trees a 
chance. Progress westward has 
been slow because the _ prevailing 
winds are from the west, and tree 
seeds are carried largely ‘by wind. 
In the last fifteen years, however, 
the rate of advance has been more 
rapid largely because of the more de- 
termined fight against prairie fires. 
Trees are now spreading southward 
from the well established front along 
the Saskatchewan. In addition to 
this natural process of forest growth 
individuals and communities have 
planted. groves alj,over the West. The 
Dominjon, forest nursery station at 
Indian Head has ‘sent out over sixty 
million tréts _to forty thousand far- 
mers in .the jast dwenty years, .and

and the Northwest Territories, and 
the railway belt in British Columbia, 
tree culture {n (Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan, Alberta, *and inspection - and 
management of. forestry reserves. 

Hon. H. H.: Stevens (Conservative, 
Vancouver Centre), ‘said the condi- 
tion of Cannda’s forests was becom- 
ing alarming ‘owing to the wasteful 
methods of lumbering, forest fires 
and destructive insects. He asked 
whether the government was consid- 
ering reforestation and what steps 
were being taken to take care of 
existing forests. . j 

Hon. Charles’ Sewart, minister of 
the interior, replied that - reforesta- 
tion was not being undertaken on a 
large scale as reproduction was fair: 
ly satisfactory. An efficient- fire 
prevention service was necessary as 
the forests were. depleted to the dan- 
ger point. Good ‘work was being per- 
formed by the air fire patrols. . 

Hon. Hugh Guthrie stated that 
over 50 incipient: ifires had been 
located by the air patrol stationed at 
High River, Alta. He hoped. the-gov- 
ernment would assist this branch of 
the air service.
